Reports from all parts of Oklaho­ 
ma Monday indicated that the entire 
western portion had been visited by 
a general rainfall, while on the east­ 
ern side of the state the rain was 
scattering, although the skies were 
generally cloudy.

CITY COMMISSIONERS TRYING TO 
HEAD OFF POSSIBILITY 
OF RECALL.

That the saying 
of the 
ancients 
that "Whom the gods would destroy 
they first make mad," is as true to­ 
day, even in local affairs, as it was 
wrhen it was first uttered is thorough­ 
ly demonstrated by the latest move 
on the part of the city commissioners 
of Ada, who driven to desperation by 
the mad fear of 
losing 
their 
jobs 
passed an ordinance intended to de­ 
prive the citizens of rights guaran­ 
teed them by the 
constitution 
and 
statutes of the state. 
The ordinance in question was de­ 
signed to head off the two initiated 
amendments calling for a modifica­ 
tion of the recall provision 
of 
the 
city charter and for the election of 
the chief of police by the vote of the 
people. 
Not wanting to 
take 
any 
chance 
whatever, 
they 
added 
the 
emergency clause, which can only be 
done by the unanimous vote of the 
commissioners. 
The ordinance provides that any 
sort of initiated or referred measure 
must receive signatures amounting to 
2r» per cent of the vote cast at the 
last city election. The state law pre­ 
scribes 16 per cent for initiated meas­ 
ures and 20 per cent 
for 
referred 
bills. The worst feature of all, and 
the one designed to choke the people 
into submission, provides that the pe­ 
titions must be left with the mayor 
for a period of 90 days and all de­ 
siring to sign them must go to his 
office to sign them. It is entirely dis­ 
cretionary with him how much time 
he spends in his office during the 
firs: eighty days and during the last 
ten he must remain in his office eight 
hours per day. Under this plan the 
laboring element will 
be 
virtually 
barred from expressing itself, tor 4t 
is not an easy matter for a working 
man to quit work during this short a 
period, no matter how anxious he 
may be to sign a petition. Further­ 
more, ft was probably figured that by 
forcing voters to go to 
he mayor’s 
office, some of them would not have 
the nerve to face th^ lord mayor’s 
awful frown and would simply stay 
away. Again, they probably thought 
that with the mayor given power to 
hold a petition I ncheck for eighty 
days, the enthusiasm would spend it­ 
self during that time and by the time 
the last ten day period rolled around 
when the mayor is required to be in 
his office the people would have for­ 
gotten about the matter and It would 
die of itself. 
Sec. 12, Art. III of the city charter 
I every explicit. It reads as follows: 
"The people of the City of Ada re­ 
serve to themselves 
the power 
to 
propose ordinances and amendments 
lo this Charter and to enact or reject 
the same at the polls independent of 
the Board of Commissioners, and al­ 
so reserve the power at their own 
option to approve or reject 
at 
the 
polls any ordinance of the Board of 
Commissioners; Provide^, that the 
exercise of the powers 
herein 
re­ 
served shall be in the form prescrib­ 
ed by the Constitution and law's of 
the state." 
Governed by the constitution and 
laws of :he state, mind you. Have 
the commissioners the right to im­ 
pose a law' in conflict with the high­ 
er powers? They claim 
they 
have, 
but no one else, except their hench­ 
men, will take a similar view of the 
matter. If submitted to the courts it 
is not likely that such usurpation of 
the people’s rights would stand fif­ 
teen minutes, but the commissioners 
know that this can be made a long 
drawn out process and can delay mat­ 
ters until their term 
of office 
ex­ 
pires, whereas, if matters had been 
permitted to run according to law the 
chances of kicking out some of them 
were most excellent, a fact they evi­ 
dently realized, and lf out of the jobs 
they now hold they know they will 
never get another as good. 
Are the people going to stand for 
this South American plan of officers 
perpetuating themselves 
in 
power 
and of heading off any expression of 
the people who elected them, unless 
It gets their O. K.? Whether they fa­ 
vor the initiative and referendum or 
not,*the constitution gives the peo­ 
ple tliat right and It is up to them 
to see that this right is not abridged 
and hedged around by any set of of­ 
ficers, who presume to do all the 
thinking for the community. Were the 
Ada commissioners disposed to pay 
any heed to the voice of the people 
they would have granted the first pe­ 
titions 
and 
waived 
technicalities. 
They were signed by more than a 
third of the voters of the city and 
mere signatures could have been se­ 
cured had it been thought necessary. 
There are two courses open to the 
people now. Either go ahead with the 


petitions and fight the matter through 
the courts or else invoke the present 
form of recall. 
It 
is 
cumbersome 
enough, but with an aroused people 
it can be made to work. The News is 
inclined to think that this w'ould be 
the better course to pursue. It is the 
shortest cut and if successful would 
prove a lesson that the next com­ 
missioners would profit by. 
It is highly amusing to read in the 
emergency clause of this ordinance 
that “ for the preservation of the pub­ 
lic peace, 
health 
and 
safety 
an 
emergency is hereby declared to ex­ 
ist," etc. That is 
really 
humorous. 
Think about it, the peace, health and

MCMILLAN EXPEDITION 
REMY TO STMT 


New’ York, July 
I.—Unless 
some 
unforeseen delay- occurs, 
the 
New 
foundland whaling steamship Diana 
yill pull out of her berth at the New’ 
York Navy Yard before the end 
of 
this week with the members of the 
Crocker I^and expedition on board. 
The last of the stores and equipment 
have been taken aboard the stanch 
litle vessel and only a few minor de­ 
tails are to be arranged before the 
ship is ready to sail on its long and 
perilous voyage to the Arctic re­ 
gion. 
The chief object of the expedition, 
as already announced, is to explore 
Crocker Land, the mountainous tops 
of which were seen across polar seas 
by Peary in 1906. Other regions will 
be explored southwest of Axel Hei­ 
berg Land an dnorth of the 
Perry 
Islands. 
The expedition is under the aus­ 
pices of the American Museum of 
National History and the American 
Geographical Society, 
with the co­ 
operation of the University of Illi­ 
nois and the assistance of the United 
States Navy Department and other 
federal departments as w'ell as many 
educational institutions. 
The leader of the party is Donald 
B. 
MacMillan, 
who 
accompanied 
Peary on his trip to the North Pole. 
The other members of the party have 
been selected with particular refer­ 
ence to their fitness for the w’ork as­ 
signed them. They will include a sur­ 
geon, a practical navigator, a wireless 
operator, a general mechanic, an en­ 
gineer and physicist, a geologist and 
botanist, and a zoologist. 
After landing at Sydney, the expe­ 
dition will go as far north as the ice 
will permit, procuring on 
its 
way 
dogs for the sledges and walrus and 
whale meat. It will land on the south 
side of Bache Peninsula, Flagler Bay, 
where the party will make their head 
quarters. A powerful wireless station 
will be erected, and here, under the 
ideal climatic conditions experiments 
will he conducted in order to solve 
the important problem of directing 
the Hertzian waves. The coming au- 
tum and winter will be utilized in 
seldging supplies across Ellesmere 
Land to Nansen Sound and 
up to 
Cape Thomas Hubbard at the north 
end of Axel Heiberg Land, where the 
second base of supplies will be es­ 
tablished. 
With the return of dawn in 1914 
the expedition will make a dash from 
Axel Heiberg Land across the sea ice 
to Crocker Land, where the party will 
divide into three squads, one going 
horthward, the second southwestward 
and the third northeastward into the 
interior of Crocker Land. Studies will 
be carried on in glaciers, 
sea 
ice, 
tidal observations, soundings, and the 
funa of the region. 
Late in the spring, before the sea 
ice breaks up, the party will return 
to its base and geographical work 
will then be carried on around Elles­ 
mere Land and Grant Land. The main 
party will return to Crocker Land, if 
the region proves to be what is ex­ 
pected, in the eaarly spring of 1915, 
for additional exploration. But in 
case Crocker Land does 
not 
yeild 
work to the extent expected and ft 
should not seem advisable to return 
to it a second time, the second field 
season, in 1915, will be devoted to 
an expedition eastward from Ingle- 
fleld Gulf to the great summit ice 
cap of Greenland at its widest part, 
the 
work supplementing that of 
Peary and other explorers. 
Though the medium of wireless tale 
graphy the expedition expects to keep

in constant communication with civ­ 
ilization. The wireless outfit carried 
by the expedition will be most com­ 
plete. A wireless equipment will be 
installed on the sledges similar to 
that in the army. Sending and receiv­ 
ing wireless messages will be practis­ 
ed at the headquarters 
on 
Flagler 
Bay, which is about 650 miles south 
of the Pole. The messages will be re­ 
layed through 
Cape 
Wolstenholme, 
Hudson Straits, and from Port Wil­ 
son, Hudson Bay, by 
the Canadian 
government. 
Another interesting feature, in ad­ 
dition to the erection of the power­ 
ful wireless station at Flagler Bay, 
will be the establishment there of a 
seismographic station, and it is ex­ 
pected that earthquake observations 
of scientific value will be made. 
The expedition 
is 
equipped 
for 
three years’ stay in the polar regions, 
with instruments for making observa­ 
tions and records in many branches 
of science. A powerful 
motor 
boat 
and a large w’hale boat are included 
in ihe equipment, also an apparatus 
for taking motion pictures. Most of 
the meat supplies will be obtained by 
hunting, the game consisting of musk 
ox, caribou, seal, walrus, arctic seal, 
narwhale and ducks.

Chicago, 111., June 30.—Reports re­ 
ceived up to a late hour tonight show­ 
ed that at least 
eighty-one 
people 
died today as a result of the 
heat 
wave in the Central West. 
The heat which has continued un­ 
interruptedly for six days extended 
from Denver to Pittsburg and as far 
north as Lake Superior. Chicago, with 
a temperature of 102 degrees, was the 
hottest place in the United States, 
except Tucson, Ariz., where the tem­ 
perature was also 102. Intense suf­ 
fering was reported in all the large 
cities enveloped in the heat wave. 
Forty-six people are known to have 
died in Chicago alone today as a re­ 
sult of the temperature. This num­ 
ber includes only the cases reported 
by the Coroner and the police, and, 
it is expected, will be increased by 
reports of private physicians. 
Of these deaths thirty-two were the 
direct result of heat 
strokes, 
five 
committed suicide as a result of the 
heat and two deaths were of children 
seeking relief. 
This was the hottest June day re­ 
corded in the city since the govern­ 
ment records were first kept in 1872. 
Ninety-nine degrees was the official 
temperature, but the government ther 
mometer on the street level showd a 
temperature of 102 degrees. The heat 
last night and today was not temper­ 
ed by a breeze. 
The record-breaking temperature to 
day was the culmination of a six-day 
period in which 
‘the 
thermometer 
dropped below 90 degrees only for a 
few hours in the early mornings and 
for a time tonight.

Parcels Post C. 0. D. 


Washington, D. C., July I.—Anoth­ 
er heavy blow' is dealt the business* 
of the express companies by the C. 
O. D. parcels pos: service which the 
postoffice department puts into oper­ 
ation today, 'rtie regulations govern­ 
ing the new' service are practically 
identical with those of the express 
companies. With the lower rates by 
parcels post it is expected that much 
of the C. O. D. business of the ex­ 
press companies will be diverted to 
the mails. 
Under the rules of the C. O. D. pos­ 
tal service the sender of a package 
on which the postage is fully prepaid 
may have the price of the 
articles 
and the charges thereon collected 
from the 
addressee, 
provided 
the 
amount does not exceed $100. The fee 
for each collection is ten cents, to 
be affixed by the sender to the pack­ 
age in parcel post stamps, in con­ 
sideration of which the contents are 
also insured against loss without ad­ 
ditional charge to an amount equival­ 
ent to its actual value not to exceed 
$50.

Desperate fighting with fluctuating 
fortunes is proceeding along the Dar- 
and and Bregallnitza Rivers, apparent­ 
ly to Bulgaria’s advantage. News has 
been received of the Bulgarian invas­ 
ion of Servia through 
Belogradchk. 
The Bulgarians claim to have defeat­ 
ed the Servians and captured five guns 
and a quantity of other war material 
and by the occupation of tbe passes to 
have opened the road to Nish, Serv- 
ia’s Inost important fortified town. 
There is heavy fighting between the 
Servians and Bulgarians south of Is­ 
lip and in the neighborhood of Kotch- 
M*. About 200,000 men are engaged 
and the losses on both sides appear 
heavy. 
Bulgaria's strategy appears to be to 
bold the Greeks in check, probably 
with comparatively small forces, while 
she deals with Servia. 
Unconfirmed 
reports credit the Bulgarians with vic­ 
tories near Koprill, giving them the 
key to Uskup, and with an outflanking 
movement from the south of Tahynos 
Lake which would cut off the Greek 
Strait. 
Saloniki dispatches report that the 
Greek** have captured sixteen guns at 
Doiran. Evidences of desperate fight­ 
ing is found in the arrival of 8,000 
wounded at Saloniki. 
The Greeks have made charges 
against the BalgMiani of burning and 
pillaging all tbe villages they aban­ 
don, and of committing murder, mu­ 
tilations and other horrors.

Sequoyah 
had completed the syllabary of bis na­ 
tive language, a syllabary that requir­ 
ed eighty characters to express the 
Cherokee tongue, there appeared the 
Cherokee Phoenix, a weekly publics 
tion printed part in Cherokee and part 
in English. This paper was issued at 
New Echota, the Cherokee capital in 
Georgia, and continued until the tribe 
migrated to Oklahoma, where severa 
years later, its publication under the 
name of Advocate 
was resumed at 
Tahlequah the new capital of the Na 
tion in Oklahoma. The Advocate was 
published by the Nation, the funds be­ 
ing paid out of tbe National treasury 
and was mailed free to all Cherokees 
who were unable to read English—the 
only known case where a government 
issued a free newspaper. 
The first newspaper printed entirely 
in an Indian language and one of the 
very first, if not the very first, papers 
publish ed in Oklahoma was printed 
in the Shawnee language and called 
the Shawnee Sun and issued from the 
Shawnee Baptist (Mission press in the 
early part of 1835.
